N a recently published book by Lo- 

throp Stoddard the theme of second 

importance in the argument for the 

book is an argument supporting a 

warning—the bad effect of crossing racial 
stocks that are widely different. 

When an effort is made to mate two 
‘species of animals widely different in 
their characteristics failure results, The 
animals will have nothing to do with 
each other, or if the mating is accom- 
plished no progeny results. If two species 


41 somewhat more closely related are mated 


the result is sterile progeny. Example, 
the mule. 

The human racial gtocks are so closely 
related that they will mate, beget prog- 
erly, and the progeny is just as fertile 
as the parents. Crossing races, then, 
doés not hazard the existence of human 
life on the planet, so far as the imme- 
diate effect on fertility is concerned. But

The mes- 
tizo or cross between the Indian and the 
white is superior to the mulatto or cross 
between the Negro and the white, partly 
because the Indian is a superior being to 
the Negro. Worst of all is the sambo

In discussing._crosses with other colored 
races Stoddard says the Eurasian or 
cross between the white and the* brown 
men of India is without the good qual- 
ities of either parent stock. He warns 
against crosses between whites and Ne- 
groes, saying: “In ethnic crossings the 
Negro displays his prepotency, for black 
blood once entering a human stock seems 
never really bred out again.”

THE WAIL OF AN INFANT 


INDUSTRY. 


Chicago, Aug. 31.—I would refer to 


| your editorial in today’s issue entitled 


“To Stimulate the Steel Trade.” The 
evident intent of this article is to voice 
your approval of the principle that all 
other industries should be subordinated 
to the steel industry, and to this position 
wish to. take exception. 
You state that “it 4s a rank incon- 
sistency to put a high tariff on raw ma- 


silicon, manganese, magnesite, and fluor- 
spar, which go into the manufacture of 
steel, and to put a protective tariff on 
finished steel.” 

Consider the one item mentioned, of 
magnesite. Magnesite does not enter 
into the composition of steel, but is sim- 
ply used as an unmeltable material with 
which to maké bottoms of the furnaces 
in which steel is made. The increase in 
the cost of steel which would be incurred 
through_the tariff asked for on magnesite 
is approximately 3%c per ton, @ sum so 
low that it may be truthfully said that 
the cost of a ton of steel cannot be reg- 
ulated from day to day to such a micety. 

There is another side, however, to this 
industry—namely: the business of manu- 
facturing stucco for hou and flooring 
for buildings, décks for yo Bag ‘etc., etc., 
in which magnesite is used very largely. 
This latter business already consumes 
nearly one-half as much magnesite as 
the steel industry, but with this dif- 
ference: the steel metallurgists are rap- 
idly learning how to use less magnesite 
in their furnace construction and are 
being abetted in this improvement by 
the efforts of the American magnesite 
producers to give them a more refrac- 


tory and better wearing material. There- 
fore the refractories or steel works busi- 
ness in magnesite has not only reached 
its peak of consumption but is distinctly 
on the decline, whereas the so-called plas- 
tic magnesite business, which contributes 
to the building trades all over the coun- 
try, is in its infancy, and is growing tre- 
mendously, and, as statéd by an expert 
witness before the finance committee, 
will continue so to grow providedaimer- 
ican magnesite can be used, wheréas it 
will not grow if the imported article, 


which is not standardized and which is’ 
very often of inferior quality, is forced 
upon them by the shutting down of the 
American magnesite mines. ‘ 
A tariff policy which ignored these 
facts would be very shortsighted.

EVENTY-FIVE members of the 
Dolphin club of San Francisco

I crossed the Golden gate on a tug, 
carrying an Australian swimmer, one 
Cavell if I remember the name rightly, 
who was going to make a heroic at- 
tempt to swim back to the San Fran- 
cisco side of the gate. It was a feat in 
those days. The distance across is only 
a mile or so, but the tides run flercely 
and the water is icy cold. 

Cavell dove in from the Marin shore, 
and in a small boat we rowed behind 
him. It was a ng, tough grind. 
Cavell was a powerful fellow, in good 
condition, and a noted swimmer, but 
when he was swept away from the 
southern shore\time and again by the 
tide rips, it looked as if he’d never be 
able to finish. At last he made it. For 
some years afterward no one else 
crossed, although several! tried. 

And now it isn’t a case of a single 
swimmer tackling the gate. Seventy: 
A lot of them | 
will cross, too. They do it so often 
now that swimming the Golden gate | 
doesn’t attract much more attention 
than taking a header into the Olympic 
club tank. 

Not that it’s any easier to swim 
across than it used to be, but our swim- 
mers, like all other American athletes 
in different lines, have improved sev- 
eral hundred per cent in the asi 
twenty years.
